From the above headiog it will be seen that this mission em- 
vces seven stations, at ail of which, exeept two, there are or- 
lsiced ministers, Three of these labor mainly for the Americo- 
Liberian population and their children ; and four labor exelu- 
sively among the oe, Tuere are comprehended in the 
rssicon four organized churches, four boardipg-schools, four day- 
ols, and seven Sabbath-schools. Beside the stations just 
o.ioued, there area number of out-stations where there are Sab- 
»ath-sebools, and where occasional preachiog is maintained. A 
Presbytery has also been formed, and been recognized by the 
reneral Assembly, and comprises eight clerical members, all of 
nom, except Mr. Williams, are colored persous. 


Monrovea.—Mr. Herring continues to have ihe pastoral care of 
toe church at thie place, Only one addition to the church bas 
been reported the last year. A number of its members have re- 
moved to other parts of the country, and several have died. The 
number of members reported in July was fifty-four, and the 
genera, attendance upon preaching is about twice that number. 
lhere is a Sabbath-school connected with the church, embraciag 

y children, a part of whom are natives. 

ibe English school ié taught by Mr. James, and embraced at 

atest dates sixty pupils, The studies pursued have been 
stantially the same as those of — years. Mr, James 
eaks of the children as beiog orderly in their deportment, aad 
s having made satisfactory progress in their studies. Toe bes 
scholars are transferred from time to time fo the Alexander 
High School, a measure of promotion which is greatly coveted 
by the more industrious pupils. The school was suspended 
twice during the year, on account of Mr. James’ ill health, but ia 
ceisher case for more than two or three weeks. He eajoys good 
health at the present time. 

The Alexander High Schoo! has been conducted, there is 
reason to believe, with more thae usual effiwency. The number 
f pupils is fifteen, the same as that of former years; and the 

sme arrangemeat io relavion to the classes has also been main 
aimed. A full account of the examinatwo, held ia June, wae 
vubliehed in the November number of the Foretgn Missionary, 
aud shows that the course of study is both tavrough and exteu- 
sive. The highest clase were studying suco authors ian Laun aod 
reek as are pursued oaly in the bigher classes of our best col- 
ogee. They were making good progress in Hebrew, aud the 
Ligoer branches of mathematics aiso. 
[o's institution has already furnished some of the best officers

are looking forward to the same office. Mr. Biyden’s health has 
been overtasked, however, aad the Committee bave fouad i: ne- 
cessary to release him from nie eogage eats for a time, (hat be 
may reerait by a visit 1o the West ladies, bis natewe piace.

Kentucky.—This station continues wo be uader the care of 
Mr. Erekine. He has three places for stated preaching—vi , 
Clay-Asbland, Caldwell, and Uoago towe, He makes also fre- 
juent tours through the native viliages ia the atjacent country, 
for the purpose of makiwg known ibe unsearchable riches of 

‘prist. He speaks of saving good attendance both at his 
stated and oceasiona! places of preaching. The Sabbath-schools 
-yonected with these different places of preaching are doing weil. 
ihe day-school did not give satisfaction, and was im consequence 
suspended last summer. it was o te opened mn a the be 
gioning of the year, under the care of Mr. M. W. Witherspoon, 
ne of the more advanced pupiis of the Alexander High School, 
‘ae of the female members of this chufch has recently estab- 
soed a school epon her own responsibility, in a native town at 
Le distanee of eight «r ten miles from Keotucky, which prom- 
ses to be a great blessing to that cecighied community, The 
church of Keatucky contribuied last year fifty dollars toward 
the support of the school. 

Harrisburg —There is « small church here, to which Mr. 
larriscastatedly preaches, anda large Sapbath-echool, conducted 
maioly by Mr. Meliville and himself. The mar feature of mis- 
siowary work here, however, is a boarding achoo! tor pauve 
childree.

“My first impressions of the Zambezi and the neighboring 


coast were by no means plessant. The hopes one had enter- 
tained that commerce with the interior could be effected 


the Zambezi, were soon blown away. Nothing can be more 


unpromising than the low shelving coast, covered with mangrove ; 
no ‘more impracticable for ordinary commercial purposes 


than the entrance to the river. No ships would care, consider- 


ing the frequency of bad weather there, and the bad anchorage 
pe on within three miles of the land ; we anchored seven 
miles from the shore, and then had but 7" y wterigebeemmae 
of water. Livingstone, with his contempt for danger, energy
